Aliens Are Being Made Slaves in
Free America.

GOVERNMENT INVESTIGATING

R

Cases of Industrial Slavery Astonish
Officials—Violations of the Law Will
be Vigorously Prosecuted — Report
Made on Exisiting Labor Conditions,

- —

WASHINGTON, Nov, <A compre.
hensive report on labor conditions in
the South with special reference to the
practice of peonage in that sectiom of
the country and the treatment acconl-
ol there to Italian and other alien set-
tlers, has been placed in the hands of
the attorney-general by Mary Grace
Quackenbush, special assistant attorney-
general for the southern distriet of New
York.

Miss Quackenbush was sent South for
the purpose of investigating peomage
cases in Mississippl, Alabama, the Caro-
linas and other states, on the allegation
that the law was being flagrantly vio-
lated. Sbe returned to Washington with
an abundance of evidence temding to
prove charges made in this connection
and criminal cases will be instituted in
the courts based on informalion collect-
ol by her.

Miss Quackenbush spent the iay o
conference with officials of the Depart-
meni of Justice, amplifying by verbal
explanation several matters touched on
in her written report.

It is understood that Miss Quacken.
bush, as well as other officials who have
visited the South, are very pessimistic
as to the success of the movement that
has been started to divert immigration
to that section. This view is based up-
on the scare among aliens by peomage
cases in the South. Aliens and negroes,
in many instances, were captured on var-
ious pretext and beld in stockades in a
condition bordering on absolute slavery.
Another obstacle to immigration to the
South, it s pointed out, is the wages
paid to laborers and mechanies there.
It is reported that wages in the North
are from 10 to 75 per cent higher, and
that unless there is a change in the at-
titude of Southern employers, both ia
the wages paid and in the treatment of
aliens. the government will find it
pretty difficult to induee immigrants to
g0 to the southern states.

The general question of immigration
Is touched upon in passing by Miss
Quackenbush, who devotes the major
portion of her report to a discussion of
pronage cases in the Carolinas, Alabama
and Mississippl. It is understood that

conditions are bad in a number of loeal
ities, notably in the Sunnyside Colony
in Missisaippi, which was established for
Italians. She reports that it is nothing
more or less than a large plantation
and that the Italians who live thers are
very much dissatisfied with their en-
vironment,

talk about her visit to the South, and
the officials likewise declined to Jisouss
l"n- contents of her report to the atior-
‘rli'_'.' general, thers is reason to belleve
that she has made a report that is start.
